TOWN  TOPIC  (Hulin-Parrella) — This  is  really  some¬ 
thing  sensational  in  a  new  dahlia.  It  is  a  direct  cross 
of  WHITE  ABUNDANCE  on  WENOKA  and  has  the 
good  qualities  of  both.

About  Vs  of  the  blooms  come  per¬ 
fectly  tipped  white  which  is  a  glorious  sight  above 
the  light  green  leaves.  If  all  blooms  came  tipped  the 
price  would  be  much  more  and  worth  it.
